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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendments to claims 1 9, 29 and 30, which removes the limitation for the inner sleeve 
comprising two annular surfaces which are electrically connected to one another by connecting elements, have rendered the claims not 
allowable since that limitation is part of the allowable subject matter. The applicant is required to amend the claims to correct the 112 
issues listed in the Office action mailed on 12/19/1 1 while maintaining this specific limitation. In addition, the examiner has found additional 
corrections that needs to be made to the claims to better place the case in condition for allowance: 
Claim 1 , line 4, "an inner sleeve to be mounted" should read -an inner sleeve constructed to be mounted- 
Claim 1 , line 7, "an outer sleeve to be mounted" should read -an outer sleeve constructed to be mounted- 
Claim 1 , line 1 7, "wherein an annular contact surface" should read -wherein one of the annular contact surface" 
The applicant should go over the remaining dependent claims to verify that the limitations on those claims still have proper antecedent 
basis following the previous amendments to the independent claims. For example, claim 2 recites "the electrically conductive material", 
which no longer has antecedent basis in the independent claim 1. 
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
